Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(5) 
because they include the following reference character(s) not mentioned in the 
description: FSOURCE C4 PAD, FSOURCE 10 Cell (it should be noted that the 
specification discloses only FSOURCE C4 and FSOURCE 10 Cell), [0...up to 63], 
[0...3] and [0...1] in Fig. 1; Locations and FSOURCE 10 CELL in Fig. 2; FUSE Control, 
and FSOURCE 10 Cell in Fig. 3; FUSE Control, FSOURCE 10 Cell and Added to solve 
placement restriction in Fig. 4; FUSE Control, FSOURCE 10 Cell and Minimal Solution 
to Solve Placement Problem in Fig. 5; 5. Create on new FSOURCE C4 and Step 5 in 
Fig. 6. Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d), or amendment 
to the specification to add the reference character(s) in the description in compliance 
with 37 CFR 1.121(b) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of 
the application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of the 
figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is 
being amended.

5. Claims 1-21 are allowed, 

6. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The microchip integrated circuit and the method for increasing the flexibility 
of placement of primary fuse macros on a microchip as recited in claims 1-21 have not 
been found in the prior art.
